Andrew’s family, of Queensway, Haverhill, issued 
the following tribute: ‘Andrew was a larger-than-life 
character who lived life to the full. After such a tragic 
accident, the support we have received has been amaz¬ 
ing. 

“He died doing something he loved, being on his 
motocross bike. 

“Many thanks to all the people who have laid 
tributes where he died, and especially to the medical 
staff that day. Andrew will be sadly missed by his 
family and friends.” 

Andrew’s funeral will be at St Mary’s Church, 
Haverhill, at 1.30pm on Friday August 24, and then at 
Risby crematorium at 3pm. 

An inquest into his death was opened and 
adjourned at Bury St Edmunds. 

David Rawlings, a member of Haverhill and District 
Motorcycle Club, said bike riders were the most vul¬ 
nerable users of the road. He offered his condolences 
to families of the latest crash victims and said his

Angry campaigner says 
dog order ‘not enough’ 


A PENSIONER battling to stop 
dogs from being walked without 
leads on Haverhill’s recreation 
ground says a by-law to be 
introduced this autumn does not go 
far enough. 

Dianne Taylor, 74, has been trying for two 
years to get a restriction to protect dogs and 
their walkers after her own dog and several 
others were attacked on the recreation 
ground by dogs running loose. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council has 
now made a Dogs on Leads order which 
comes into force on October 1 and will 
operate on the Camps Road site between 
9am and 5pm. 

But Mrs Taylor, however, believes the ban 
should not have any time restriction. 

She has collected a petition in support of

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her campaign and said many older people 
were too frightened to walk their dogs on 
the recreation ground. She said: “I think it 
is absolutely ridiculous. 

“The street in the town centre is supp¬ 
osed to be closed to traffic between 10am 
and 4pm, but no-one takes any notice of it. 

“I think the order will be very difficult to 
enforce and they should have made it one 
area of the town where dogs have to be on 
leads all the time. 

“There are plenty of other areas in the 
town where dogs can be let off the lead, but 
there is nowhere at all that is restricted. 

“In places like Bury and Saffron Walden 
there are parks where you cannot even take 
dogs at all, so why does Haverhill have to be 


different? 

“I don’t want to antagonise people. I just 
want somewhere where dogs are controlled. 
This is the main park in the middle of the 
town and a lot of people just don’t use it.” 

A borough council spokesman said: 
“From the responses we received during the 
consultation period it became clear that the 
needs of two groups needed to be balanced. 

“The Haverhill recreation ground is open 
land, bounded by roads, near the town 
centre. 

“During the day it is used by children, 
and people crossing to get to other places. 

“The decision to require dogs to be kept 
on the lead between 9am and 5pm allows all 
dog walkers to enjoy the space under the 
conditions that they personally prefer, 
whether it be with all dogs securely on 
leads or not, while also taking into account 
the needs of all the other users.”

A NEW car park to serve a 
planned multi-million pound 
cinema complex has opened 
- but critics have slammed 
the council for failing to 
finish the job properly. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil has built a 96-space car park 
adjacent to the Haverhill Leisure 
Centre in Ehringshausen Way as 
part of the first phase of building a 
five-screen Cineworld cinema. 

The cinema complex will have 
three restaurants and a drive- 
through fast food outlet. 

The car park is now officially 
open, but critics have blasted the 
council for not landscaping the area 
first. 

Chris Cullum, ex-Haverhill town 
councillor, said: “It is just typical of 
the council that they spend all this 
money, but they can’t even finish a 
job properly It looks a mess up there 
with weeds growing all over the 
place. 

“All they have done is slap some 
tarmac down and think the job is 
finished. It would be nice if for once 
the council did a job with 110 per 
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cent effort.” 

The cinema development is exp¬ 
ected to cost around £9.2 million, 
and the new car park cost thous¬ 
ands to complete. 

Drivers will have to pay 60p for up 
to four hours and £1.40 for more 
than four hours. 

Mr Cullum added: “The car park 
should have been completed months 
ago. 

“The people of Haverhill deserve 
better than this.” 

But Coun Nigel Atkins, who 
represents Haverhill on St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Council, 
welcomed the opening of the car 
park. 

He said: “This development is 
great news and shows we are 
making progress with the first 
phase of the project to build a new 
multi-screen cinema in Haverhill.” 

A spokeswoman for the council 
said the landscaping work will be 
completed shortly. 


Work set to start on site 


BUILDING work on Haverhill’s 
eagerly-awaited multiplex 
cinema complex, which should 
be showing the latest 
blockbusters by next summer, is 
set to begin next week. 

The £9.2 million project will 
deliver a five-screen cinema, 
three retail units and a drive- 
through fast foot outlet on land 
next to the leisure centre in 
Ehringshausen Way. More than 
400 car parking spaces have 
also been created, along with 
environmental enhancements to 
improve the area. 

Developer Citygrove has now 
exchanged contracts with the 
fast food chain KFC for a drive- 
through restaurant, as well as 
with Subway for a shop unit, and 
Frankie & Benny’s and Prezzo 
are set to lease the remaining 
two outlets. 

Work will begin on Monday after 
Citygrove, which has been 


working with St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council to make the 
project a reality, appointed BDB 
Design Build Ltd to construct the 
complex. BDB has pledged to 
keep in contact with the site’s 
neighbours to make sure 
residents are kept fully informed 
of progress. 

Coun John Griffiths, council 
leader, said: “I am delighted that 
construction work is to get under 
way on this exciting project. 

“The people of Haverhill have 
repeatedly told us they want 
more leisure and restaurant 
facilities in the town, and this 
complex will help to answer that 
demand. 

“It should also attract more 
visitors into Haverhill and provide 
another welcome boost for the 
local economy.” 

The complex is expected to help 
create 110 new jobs and should 
be complete by August 2008.

Call for a 
new look 


at schools’ 
shake-up 


A CALL has been 
made to rethink plans 
to close middle schools 
in Suffolk after MPs 
raised doubts about 
the Government’s new 
schools programme. 

The Suffolk reorganis¬ 
ation, due to begin this 
autumn with schools in 
Haverhill and Lowestoft, is 
closely linked with the 
Government financing pro¬ 
gramme. 

Now the House of Comm¬ 
ons education select comm¬ 
ittee has questioned 
whether Building Schools 
for the Future (BSF) is the 
best way to spend £45 
billion on new school build¬ 
ings across the country 

The Suffolk switch from 
a three-tier to a two-tier 
education system has faced 
bitter opposition from 
parent groups and some 
teachers - mainly those in 
middle schools. 

Coun Warwick Hirst, 
former mayor of New¬ 
market, said: “Frankly 
Suffolk County Council 
should have the courage to 
have a rethink. If they 
press ahead it will become 
more like an obsession 
than a real education 
issue.” 

He said the moves to 
create a unitary council in 
Ipswich, which would take 
over education, also raised 
questions about the future 
of the county council’s 
plans.

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The cost of the Suffolk 
shake-up is set to be 
between £58 million and £70 
million and will involve 
closing more than 40 
middle schools. A further 
£23 million will be spent on 
staffing during the change¬ 
over period which is set to 
last up to 10 years. 

Coun Jeremy Pembroke, 
leader of Suffolk County 
Council, said: “If the Gov¬ 
ernment suddenly pulled 
the plug on BSF we would 
be extremely concerned. 
But this is only part of it. 

“To get the full funding 
from BSF we have to show 
we have a coherent educat¬ 
ion system in Suffolk and it 
could be argued that we 
don’t have that at present 
with part two-tier and part 
three-tier.” 

He said the switch to two 
tiers would have been made 
anyway. 

The Commons committee 
has revealed the BSF pro¬ 
gramme is behind sched¬ 
ule. 

It argues the money 
would be better spent on 
staff and educational pract¬ 
ices than on rebuilding 
every secondary school. 

Barry Sheerman, Labour 
MP for Huddersfield and 
chairman of the comm¬ 
ittee, said the BSF question 
must be kept under review.

Drivers map-reading skills ‘lost with satnav’ 


MORE than a third of motorists 
cannot read a basic road map, a 
survey out this week showed. 

And more than four in five fail to 
recognise that blue-coloured 
roads on maps signify motorways, 
the poll from esure car insurance 
found. 

Based on responses from 1,000 
UK drivers, the research also 
revealed that 16 per cent no 
longer keep a map in their car. 

More than three in five have 
out-of-date maps, with about the 
same number saying they could 


not live without their sat-nav 
system. 

But 50 per cent reckon their 
satnav drives them mad at least 
once a month. 

The survey also showed that 
only one per cent of those polled 
would qualify for a Cub Scout 
map-reader badge. 

Scottish drivers are the poorest 
at recognising basic road symbols 
on maps, with south east England 
motorists the best. 

Men claimed to be better at 
reading maps than women, 


although the survey results 
showed fairly equal skills between 
the sexes. 

Colin Batabyal, director of 
underwriting and business 
development at esure, said: “It’s 
pretty embarrassing that the 
majority of Cub Scouts have 
better map-reading skills than the 
majority of the adult population. 

“This could potentially lead to 
dangerous scenarios where 
people are relying solely on 
technology which can break 
down.”
